Baronet,  Melville  Portal,  Esquire,  and  others  their  Fellows, 
Justices  of  our  said  Lady  the  Queen,  assigned  to  keep  the  Peace  ol 
our  said  Lady  the  Queen,  in  the  County  aforesaid:  and  also  to 
hear  and  determine  divers  Felonies,  Trespasses,  and  other  Misdeeds, 
committed  in  the  same  County : —

REPORT. 


To  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of 
Southampton,  in  General  Quarter  Sessions  assembled. 


IN  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  regulating 
County  Lunatic  Asylums,  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the 
Hants  Asylum  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Eeport  to 
the  Justices  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled — the  eighth 
which  they  have  rendered  to  the  Court  since  the  Institution 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  Patients. 

As  to  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Asylum,  the  Visitors 
have  the  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  to  the  extent  of  the 
accommodation  it  is  capable  of  affording,  every  department 
is  in  good  order. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  they  cannot  report  favourably 
of  the  conduct  of  the  whole  of  the  Establishment  during  the 
past  year,  as  it  has  been  their  painful  duty  to  dismiss  from  his 
situation  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  for  misconduct,  and 
also  the  Farm  Bailiff,  for  fraudulently  appropriating  monies 
belonging  to  the  Visitors  to  his  own  use.  With  these  and 
one  or  two  minor  exceptions,  your  Committee  have  been 
satisfied  with  the  other  servants  and  attendants ;  and  it  is 
but  due  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Manley,  to 
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state,  that  he  has  continued  to  perform  his  arduous  duties 
with  the  same  zeal,  energy,  and  discretion,  which  have 
characterised  his  exertions  in  former  years. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Hall,  the  Matron,  in  May 
last,  Mrs.  Montagu  was  elected  to  fill  the  situation,  and 
Mr.  Hammond,  a  former  pupil  of  Dr.  Manley’s,  succeeded 
to  the  vacant  situation  of  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  in 
September. 

The  sufficiency  of  the  accommodation,  as  at  present 
existing,  is  the  next,  and  by  far  the  most  important  subject 
which  the  Committee  have  to  advert  to  in  their  Report  foi 
the  present  Year.  The  insufficiency  of  the  Asylum,  on  the 
Female  side,  for  the  requirements  of  the  County,  has  become 
so  apparent  as  to  constitute  a  subject  of  the  most  pressing 
urgency.  A  vast  majority  of  the  cases  brought  to  the 
Asylum  during  the  Year  have  been  in  a  Chronic  anc 
incurable  state,  certain  to  become  permanent  residents,  anc 
tend  directly  to  augment  the  numbers  maintained  in  tin 
Institution.  As  considerable  objections  have  been  made  U 
the  retention  of  even  harmless,  but  incurable,  cases  ii 
Workhouses,  no  decrease  in  the  numbers  can  be  expected! 
and  no  other  plan,  but  an  immediate  increase  of  Accommo 
dation  on  the  Female  side  of  the  Building  will,  in  thi 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  meet  the  wants  of  the  County. 

The  time  has  certainly  now  arrived  when  the  interest 
both  of  humanity  and  even  of  economy  demand  that  th 
question  of  enlarged  means  of  Accommodation  for  Insan 
Females  should  be  postponed  no  longer,  but  that  soim 
definite  and  decisive  steps  should  be  immediately  take: 
towards  the  accomplishment  of  so  necessary  an  objec 
The  Committee  would  urge  this  question  upon  the  cor 


sideration  of  the  Court  upon  economical  principles,  as  well 
as  those  of  humanity  ;  for  each  case  of  Insanity,  either 
confirmed  or  protracted  in  consequence  of  treatment  in  an 
Asylum  being  delayed  or  refused  admission,  inflicts,  in  each 
case,  a  corresponding  pecuniary  loss  to  the  parishes  which 
have  to  maintain  the  Incurable  Pauper  for  the  remainder 
of  his  or  her  days. 

Notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  the  Chichester  patients 
— 16  in  number — from  the  Asylum,  and  their  transfer  to 
the  Sussex  County  Asylum,  on  the  14th  of  August,  I860, 
the  beds,  contrary  to  the  expectation  of  your  Committee, 
as  expressed  in  their  Report  of  last  Year,  have  been  re¬ 
occupied,  and  accommodation,  on  a  larger  scale,  must  be 
i  provided,  to  meet  the  increasing  and  unavoidable  demands 
daily  made  upon  the  resources  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Females  now  in  the  Asylum  exceed  the  number 
contemplated  in  the  first  arrangements  of  the  building. 
Up  to  the  present  time,  however,  not  a  single  patient  has 
j j been  refused  admission;  but  the  consequence  has  been 
that  the  Wards  appropriated  to  this  sex  have  been  over¬ 
crowded,  and  more  Patients  have  been  placed  in  these 
rooms  than  the  Pules  regulating  such  Institutions  sanction. 
Ther e  have  been  as  many  as  300  Female  Patients  during 
the  Year  at  one  time  in  the  Asylum,  which  was  originally 
constructed  to  hold  200.  True,  in  the  Year  1856,  the 
^accommodation  was  increased  by  the  erection  of  a  Laundry 
Ward,  capable  of  containing  26  inmates,  and  also  by  the 
conversion  of  a  Day-room  into  a  Dormitory,  where  9  Patients 
are  placed  to  sleep  ;  so  that  the  total  accommodation  which 
can  now  be  set  apart  for  Patients  of  this  sex,  and  adhering 
to  the  cubical  contents  of  space  allotted  for  each  Patient  in 
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the  Bed-rooms  or  Dormitories,  as  laid  down  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  amounts  to  247 ;  but,  by  a  re-arrangement  of  the 
beds,  288  are  now  accommodated;  and  there  are,  in  addition  * 
to  that,  at  the  present  moment,  9  in  excess  of  that  number, 
some  of  whom  have  been  placed  in  one  of  the  Lodges  as  a 
temporary  measure;  and  as  experience  shows  that  the 
pressure  is  daily  on  the  increase,  your  Committee  have  no 
other  alternative  than  to  urge  upon  the  Court  the  necessity 
which  has  arisen  for  the  further  extension  of  the  Asylum ; 
and  this  is  a  question  which  will  not  eventually  be  left 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Visitors  or  the  Court,  as  by 
sect.  30  of  the  16th  and  17th  Vic.,  cap.  97,  the  Secretary 
of  State,  upon  a  representation  from  the  Commissioners  of 
Lunacy  of  the  Asylum’s  insufficiency,  may  compel  the 
Justices  to  add  to  the  building;  and  it  is  a  fact,  that  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have,  in  their  two  last  Annual 
Keports,  strongly  remarked  upon  the  want  of  accommodation u 
in  the  Asylum  for  the  reception  of  Female  Patients,  andJ 
have  pointedly  asked  the  Visitors  in  their  lleport  for  the: 
last  Year  the  question,  “what  steps  the  Committee  intend  to. 
adopt  to  bring  this  subject  before  the  Sessions?”  Without: 
endorsing  the  opinions  of  the  Commissioners  in  every  respect,, 
your  Committee  cannot  conceal  from  the  Court  that  this; 
subject  admits  of  no  further  delay  ;  and  in  order  to  arrive! 
at  some  solution  of  the  difficulty  which  has  arisen,  your:: 
Committee  have,  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  duties  as  they, 
conceive,  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretionary  power* 
consulted  how,  and  in  what  manner,  increased  accommoda¬ 
tion  can  be  provided  at  the  least  cost  to  the  County.

wants,  J  j  j 
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Ward,  consisting  of  two  stories,  to  be  erected  at  the  end  of 
I.  Ward,  capable  of  containing  36  Patients,  together  with 
sleeping  apartments  for  the  necessary  staff  of  Attendants, 
as  well  as  a  Day  and  Working-room,  and  other  requisite 
offices,  and  also  the  construction  of  an  inexpensive  Dormitory 
at  the  end  of  the  Large  Laundry  Dormitory,  without  any 
additional  offices,  which  will  hold  16  or  18  Patients,  making 
in  all  an  augmented  provision  for  52  Patients.  The  estimated 
approximate  cost  of  carrying  out  the  proposed  buildings, 
including  warming,  ventilating,  and  drainage,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  County  Surveyor,  will  amount  to  £3,550,  to  which  is 
to  be  added  the  furnishing  of  the  same  £350,  making  a 
total  of  £3,900. 


These  plans  your  Committee  have  carefully  examined, 
and  can  with  confidence  recommend  them  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Court  for  adoption ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  Court’s 
sanction  to  the  same,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
of  Visitors  to  be  appointed  this  day  for  the  coming  Year  to 
submit  them  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  approval,  previous  to  any  steps  being 
:aken  to  carry  them  out.  Your  Committee  would  call  the 
attention  of  the  Court  to  a  deficiency  which  now  exists  in 
lie  Asylum,  and  which  is  daily,  and,  indeed,  it  may  be 
said,  is  hourly  apparent,  and  which  will  be  remedied  by 
:he  proposed  erection  of  this  detatched  Ward,  as  provision 
vill  be  made  therein  for  Female  Patients  who  are  noisy  and 
nfractory,  and  who  are  unfit  to  be  employed  in  the  usual 
Vork-room  or  Laundry ;  and  as  the  proposed  Ward  will  be 
a  separate  building,  much  comfort  will  be  gained  to 
;he  other  Patients  whose  habits  are  quiet  and  orderly, 
)y  the  power  it  will  afford  of  having  the  excited  and

disorderly  inmates  removed  from  them  to  a  separate 
detached  building. 

Your  Committee  have  to  remark  that  this  County  is  by  ^ 
no  means  a  singular  instance  where  increased  Pauper 
Lunatic  accommodation  is  required,  as  in  the  12th  Report 
of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  published  in  March,  1859, 
a  remarkable  statement  is  found  in  reference  to  the  already 
inadequate  accommodation  in  the  English  and  Welsh 
Asylums.  Out  of  33  Asylums  the  striking  fact  is  shown  that 
21  were,  at  that  date  either,  undergoing  or  to  undergo 
enlargement,  so  that  in  two-thirds  of  all  the  established  County 
Asylums  increased  accommodation  has  become  necessary.

modation.  tqe  CQst  of  ^  additional  building  is  to  be  met."  lhe  Act 
of  Parliament  already  quoted,  sec.  3b,  empowers  the  A  isitois 
to  expend  to  the  amount  of  £400  per  annum,  in  repairs,, 
alterations,  and  improvements,  &c.,  and  directs  that  the 
amount  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Funds;  but  it  is 5 
manifest,  in  carrying  out  this  considerable  addition  to  the 
Asylum,  such  a  sum  would  be  totally  inadequate  to  meed 
the  expenditure.  It,  doubtless,  is  in  the  recollection  of  the: 
Court  that  a  sum  of  £1,500  wras  borrowed  by  the  Committee; 
of  Visitors,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Sessions,  for  some: 
improvements  which  were  then  deemed  necessary  at  the 
time  when  the  Portsmouth  and  Southampton  Patients  were, 
admitted.  That  amount  has  been  paid  off  in  three  years, 
together  with  the  interest,  out  of  the  Fund  formed  by  the 
excess  of  charge  over  actual  expenditure  for  Patients  noil 
belonging  to  the  County;  and  your  Committee,  contrary  to 
the  expectations  of  some  members  of  this  Court,  who 
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expressed  themselves  doubtful  as  to  whether  the  said  loan 
would  ever  be  repaid  by  the  Committee,  have,  however, 
had  the  additional  satisfaction  of  handing  over  to  the 
County  at  the  last  Michaelmas  Sessions  no  less  a  sum  than 
£1,000,  derived  partly  from  the  same  Fund,  with  directions 
that  the  amount  should  be  applied  in  the  liquidation  of  the 
original  building  debt;  and  it  is  to  this  source  your  Committee 
conceive  that  the  money  could  be  provided  for  the  speedy 
re-payment  of  a  loan,  to  be  raised  on  the  security  of  the 
County  Kate,  to  meet  this  pressing  requirement;  for,  even 
should  the  boroughs  of  Southampton  and  Portsmouth  deter¬ 
mine  their  contracts,  and  build  for  themselves  one  or  more 
Asylums,  the  space  rendered  vacant  by  the  withdrawal  of 
their  Paupers  could  be  beneficially  and  profitably  employed 
by  the  admission  of  private  and  remunerative  Patients, 
whose  relatives  or  friends  would  gladly  avail  themselves  of 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  care  and  treatment 
offered  them  by  the  Institution,  at  a  far  less  cost  than  is 
now  charged  at  Licensed  Houses;  and  the  admission  of 
which  Patients  would  be  even  more  remunerative  to  the 
County  than  the  presence  of  the  Borough  Paupers. 


In  pointing  out  to  the  Court  this  incidental  bearing  of  the 
ease,  your  Committee  have  kept  in  view  the  important 
object  of  making  some  provision,  when  opportunities  will 
allow,  for  bringing  the  Asylum’s  advantages  more  easily 
within  the  reach  of  a  class  of  our  population,  whose  means 
only  just  raise  them  above  the  level  of  the  Union  Workhouses, 
but  who  cannot  afford  the  expenses  consequent  upon 
an  admission  into  a  Licensed  House.  Your  Committee, 
therefore,  under  these  circumstances,  having  considered 
the  subject  in  all  its  bearings,  have  resolved  to  ask  the 
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Court  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  £2,500.  The  said 
loan,  together  with  interest,  to  be  repaid  by  the  Committee 
of  Visitors  within  three  years,  and  that  the  Committee  be 
authorised  to  apply  all  surplus  monies  paid  to  then  account  , 
for  the  above  purpose,  until  the  whole  cost  is  liquidated. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  at  the  Asylum 
on  the  22nd  of  December,  the  number  of  Patients  then 
resident  therein  amounted  to  525 — namely,  Males,  228; 
Females,  297  ;  being  an  increase  of  16,  as  compared  with 
the  number  of  Patients  m  the  Institution  at  the  tei ruination 
of  the  preceding  Year. 

During  the  Year  119  Patients  have  been  Admitted, 
viz.  59  Males  and  90  Females. 

The  Average  Dailv  number  of  Patients  has  been  520  : 
viz.  231  Males  and  289  Females. 

The  number  of  Deaths  has  been  11  Males  and  21 
Females,  total  65. 

Recoveries  during  the  same  period,  19  Males  and  28 
Females,  total  17;  and  3  Males  have  been  Removed  at  the 
request  of  Friends;  and  6  Males  and  13  Females  have  been 
Transferred  to  other  Asylums. 

The  actual  Financial  Statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Asylum,  for  the  Year  1860,  cannot  be  correctly  set  out  in 
this  Report,  as  the  current  Year  has  not  yet  expired,  and 
the  present  Quarter’s  Bills  have  not  been  sent  inA 

*  Financial  Statement  will  be  found  in  Appendix  to  this  Keport. 
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The  nearest  Approximation  of  the  Receipts  and  Expendi¬ 
ture  account,  which  the  Visitors  can  this  day  produce, 
exhibits  the  following  results : — viz.,  that  the  Receipts 
during  the  Year  1860  from  all  sources,  exclusive  of  balances, 
have  amounted  to  £12,751,  and  the  Expenditure  to  £12,060, 
in  which  latter  sum  is  included  the  £1,000  paid  at  Michael¬ 
mas  to  the  County  Treasurer.

Me.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  incumbent  upon  me  to  report  on  subjects 
connected  with  the  Chaplaincy  of  your  Asylum — a  task  at 
once  of  interest  and  importance.  The  topics  being  the 
same,  it  may  be  anticipated  that,  in  its  leading  features, 
this  Report  will  closely  resemble  those  of  former  years;  yet, 
it  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  speak,  year  by  year,  of 
religious  services  gratefully  appreciated,  of  Chapels  well 
attended,  and,  considering  who  constitute  the  main  body  of 
the  congregtions,  of  the  surprising  decorum  and  attentive 
interest  that  prevail,  of  the  cheering  results,  too,  derived 
from  personal  intercourse  with  the  afflicted  ones ;  all  these 
circumstances  show  in  clearer  light,  year  after  year,  how 
many,  under  this  dire  and  mysterious  visitation  of  Divine 
Providence,  are  still  alive  to  the  truths  and  duties  of  religion, 
are  calmed  and  supportedby  its  consolations,  and  strengthened 
by  its  precepts,  patiently  and  hopefully  to  bear  up  against 
their  sorrows.  One  cannot  but  feel  deeply  thankful  for  the 
provision  made  for  administering  to  their  spiritual  necessities; 
and  I  rejoice  in  being  the  humble  instrument  in  a  work  so 
self-rewarding.  There  have  been,  throughout  the  year,  the 
usual  short  second  services  in  a  Day-room  of  the  Male  and 
Female  Wards,  on  alternate  Sundays,  for  those  incapacitated, 
by  various  causes,  from  attending  Chapel. 
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Ihe  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  quarterly 
as  heretofore. 

With  regard  to  the  general  Staff  of  the  Establishment,  to 
whose  well-being  such  importance  is  naturally  attached,  I 
may  briefly  state,  that  I  have  anxiously  endeavoured  to 
follow  out  the  same  broad  principles  and  views  of  duty 
which  were  enumerated  more  particularly  in  my  last  Report; 
but  if,  during  the  past  year,  there  have  been  some  isolated 
cases  to  cause  me  sorrow,  and  to  mar  the  otherwise  cheering 
retrospect,  it  is,  at  least,  consolatory  to  reflect,  that,  as  far 
•as  human  means  can  avail,  everything  is  done  to  insure, 
throughout  the  Establishment,  that  healthy  moral  and 
Christian  tone,  whose  value  it  is  impossible  to  over-rate ; 
and  there  is  enough,  on  all  hands,  still  to  encourage  your 
Chaplain  in  the  hopeful  and  prayerful  prosecution  of  his 
labours.  It  only  remains  to  mention,  that  the  number  of 
the  interments  in  your  Cemetry,  since  my  former  Report, 
including  one  Male  Attendant,  has  been  fifty-five,  as  against 
sixty  of  the  previous  year.

HANTS  COUNTY  ASYLUM, 

25 th  December ,  1860. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  and  Gentlemen, 

The  history  of  any  Institution  which  has  for  its  object  the 
care  of  a  particular  class  of  Patients  and  the  treatment  of  a 
particular  form  of  disorder  must  necessarily  vary  but  little 
from  year  to  year,  unless  some  extraordinary  events  have 
occurred  to  disturb  its  usual  routine.  In  this  Asylum,  as 
far  as  the  Patients  have  been  concerned,  no  such  events 
have  taken  place.  Each  day  has  brought  its  employment 
for  those  capable  of  occupation,  and  the  business  of  the 
Establishment  has  been  conducted  as  heretofore,  with  the 
view  of  rendering  the  labor  of  the  inmates  beneficial  to 
themselves,  and  at  the  same  time  profitable  to  the  House. 
All  the  Articles  of  Clothing  and  Bedding  have  been  made 
up  in  the  workroom  and  workshops ;  and,  as  an  incentive 
to  industry,  many  little  indulgences  have  been  the  reward 
of  steady  and  persevering  application.  At  the  same  time  it 
has  been  requisite  to  guard  against  over-fatigue  to  any  one; 
for,  strange  as  it  may  appear,  there  are  not  a  few  Patients 
who  would,  if  allowed,  give  themselves  no  leisure  whilst 
work  is  to  be  done  but  wear  themselves  out  by  long  con¬ 
tinued  exertion.  The  Services  in  the  Chapel,  the  Amusements 
in  the  Becreation-room,  and,  in  the  Summer,  the  picnics, 
have  been  continued  with  evident  satisfaction  to  those  who 
have  joined  in  them. 
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For  the  last  4  years  the  number  of  Female  Patients  has 
been  gradually  increasing

This  number  of  Women  is  more  than  the  House  can  pro¬ 
perly  contain ;  and  although  no  Patient  has  yet  been  refused 
admittance,  still  great  inconvenience  is  found  from  the  over¬ 
crowding  of  the  Female  wing  and  much  irritation  is  produced, 
which  would  not  take  place  if  the  Patients  were  not  subjected, 
as  they  now  necessarily  are,  to  continually  changing  their 
Sleeping  Rooms. 

The  health  of  the  Patients  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good 
and  the  mortality  has  been  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Many  of  the  deaths  have  been  the  result  of  General  Palsy 
and  Pulmonary  Consumption — diseases  inevitably  fatal ; 
whilst  not  a  few  of  the  older  inmates  have  dropped  off 
solely  from  a  general  breaking  of  the  Constitution  and  decay 
of  the  vital  powers.  The  average  age  at  death  of  the  66 
Patients  who  died  during  the  last  twelve  months  was  50 
years,  and  the  mortality  on  the  daily  average  was!2.6  percent. 

The  recoveries  have  been  as  numerous  as  could  be 
expected  from  the  characters  of  the  admissions,  (30  per 
cent.) ;  for  of  149  Patients  admitted,  10  were  Imbeciles,  14- 
General  Paralytics,  52  were  cases  of  Chronic  Insanity.  No 
fewer  than  18  were  subject  to  Epilepsy,  and  19  had  already 
suffered  from  one  or  more  attacks  of  Insanity,  for  which  they 
have  been  treated  in  this  Asylum.

The  experience  of  this  and  all  other  Asylums  proves  how 
constantly  Insanity  recurs  in  the  same  individual.  Dr. 
Thurnam  concludes  that  “the  liability  to  a  relapse  or 
recurrence  of  Insanity  after  recovery  from  the  first  attack, 
all  things  being  considered,  cannot  be  estimated  as  at  all 
less  than  50  per  cent.,  or  as  one  in  every  two  cases  discharged 
recovered.” 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  had  the  misfortune  to  lose, 
by  death  2  valuable  Attendants,  who  had  each  been  with 
us  for  several  years.  Ann  Edmunds  died  of  a  rapid  decline 
succeeding  Whooping  Cough,  and  Edmund  Chandler  was 
carried  off  by  an  attack  of  Apoplexy — the  latter  resided 
with  his  Wife  and  had  charge  of  5  of  the  Male  Patients 
employed  on  the  Farm ;  but,  since  his  death,  these  Men 
have  been  taken  into  the  Farm  AYard,  and  6  Women  of  a 
harmless  character  now  reside  at  the  Lodge  in  charge  of 
Chandler’s  Widow,  who  was  formerly  a  Nurse  in  this  Asylum. 

Three  old  Women  have  met  with  Accidents  during  the 
past  year.  One,  a  general  Paralytic,  slipped  off  a  bed-chair, 
and  fractured  her  right  thigh-bone.  Another,  aged  83  years, 
during  a  period  of  excitement,  fell  in  the  airing  ground, 
and  broke  the  small  bone  of  her  leg ;  the  third,  an 
Epileptic,  whilst  in  her  bedroom,  probably  during  a  fit, 
fractured  her  left  radius,  just  above  the  wrist. 

The  attempts  at  escape  during  this  year  have  been 
numerically  few,  but  one  of  them  assumed  a  rather  formidable 
character  from  the  resistance  offered  to  the  Attendants  who 
attempted  to  capture  the  Parties. 

An  Improvement  has  been  made  in  the  Dietary  of  the 
Patients  by  the  addition  of  extra  Meat  on  Saturdays  and  an 
allowance  of  Beer  on  Sundays. 
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Many  changes  have  occurred  both  amongst  the  Officers 
and  Servants  of  the  Establishment,  and  I  am  happy  to  be 
able  to  report,  that  the  whole  of  the  present  Staff  appears 
to  be  efficient,  and  the  various  Members  endeavour  to 
perform  their  duties  in  a  faithful  and  conscientious  manner.
